A BBLMGBRENT GERMA?f. 

He Hoped for Calamity to the United 
States, but Hrought it Upon Ills 
Own Sliip. 

Philadelphia, .luiip 8.— Ciipt. A. Aarhus 
of the (Jeriiiaii steamer .Sclileswig, which 
arrived here to-day from Kingston, .la- 
iiiaica. was given a hearing tliis after- 
noon before tlie collector of this port, 
for violation of the iiiarine laws in at- 
tempting to enter this port without first 
having obtained clearance pajicrs fnnu 
the customs olllcer at Kingston. After 
heiiring his case Collector Thorns deciil- 
ed that the captnin should nnike a dt^ 
posit of $5,000 for his liability pending 
Hnul iiction. Oapt. Aarhus refused to 'de- 
posit this sum nnd the ease was referred 
to Washington for final action. Mean- 
while the .Sclileswig is in the custody id' 
the customs authorities. 

According to a desiiatc'li from King- 
ston, dated .May 2!)tli, Capt. Aarhus 
oiienly expressed ant i-.\mericaii vieus 
while in that iiorl. saying he hoped eVerv 
Aniericaii shij) would lie liiowii -nii ;iii'il 
that the Harvard would be captured by 
the Spanish. He iw also credited with 
threatening to lie outside the port of 
King-.ton and signal to the S|ianiards 
the whereabouts of the Harvard, which 
was then nt Kingston. When the agents 
of the Scbleswig applied to (' onsiii Dent 
for a bill of health the consular olllce 
had been closed for the vight and the 
Sclileswig sailed early the uexi; nioni- 
ing without the neccssarv papers. This 
offence is punishable by a fine of $3,000. 

GI^^NG UP THE PHILIPPINES. 

Spain Says It Is No Use To Send 
Troops if the Natives arc 
Ilo.stilo. 

Madrid, .Tune S.— Tlie minister of war, 
(leiieial Corrca, received news from the 
Philippine Islands to-day, and cnm- 
iiiuiiicated it to the Premier, Senor Sa- 
gasta, saying that the governor-general 
of the co.'oiiy, Atigustij asked for full 
liberty of action. IK added that Agu- 
inaldo, the iiisiirgont leader, continued 
to excite a general insurrection in tlie 
archipelago. A despatcli from the com- 
iiiandor of the island of Visayas says 
that oincials scut two gunboats to tiie 
island of Luzon, with instructions to try 
to cominiiiiicalo with Manila, but iio 
adds they were compelled to return ini- 
successful. The government replied in- 
Ktrticting the commander of the island 
of \'isaya8 to restore communication 
with Miinilii at all costs. General Cor- 
rca dc<'Iined to furnish the text of the 
desparclies for luiblioii lion on the ground 
that it would lu' iirejudicial to the coun- 
try's interests. A meiiiber of the gov- 
ernment admitted, li|i>vevci'. Unit the des- 
patch of Spanish troojis to tlie I'liilip- 
pinc islands could not cliiiiigs tlie situa- 
tion. He said: "We could send C.OOO 
troops, but if the natives are agaiust.us. 
such a force would bo inadeimate, Ifi 
they wore with us it would not be neces- 
sary to send troops to the Philippines," 

HOW SPAII^JS JOLLIED. 

Told That Fifteen Hundred Americans 
Were Slain Off Santiago! 

-Madrid, .lunc S.— A semi-offlclal nore 
publislu'd to-day, purporting to give an 
account of the bombardment of San- 
tiago de Cuba by the American Ucet on 
Monday last, says: "The American navy 
fiercely attacked .Santiago de Cuba and ii 
bloody encouiiler ensued. The Anieri- 
caiis made three attacks on the Spanish 
marine and land batteries, whicli reiiliej. 
As a conseiiueiice, the Americans ive.e 
repulsed with heavy losses, estimated at 
l.'iOO men. ,\.nicricaii jirojectilcs, how- 
ever, sunk tlio Spanish cruiser Iteiiia 
Mercedes. 

10 a. in. — Despatches received from Ha- 
vana say: "The Americans were. again 
repulsed at. the last bombardment of 
Santiago de Cuba." 

Continuing, these reports assert that 
the dainago done the batteries iind'town 
was "uniiiiportiiiit and already repaired," 
adding: "Spanish gitns did not cease fire 
for an instant during the fight, and the 
batteries were all in condition to reply 
to the enemy's fire. During the second 
attack Col. Ordonez was on board the 
Keiiia Jlercedes and personally assisted 
in working the guns, liveryone regards 
Colonel Ordonez and Genera! Linares as 
the heroes of the day." 

.\ccordiiig to olDcial Spanish des- 
patches received here the exact' loss to 
the Spaniards at Santiago do Culm on 
^Monday are as follows: Land forces, 
one soldier killed, five ofllcers wounded; 
inelndiuK Col. Ordonez, slightly wound- 
ed; sea forces, second officer in the com- 
mand of the Rclna Mercedes, four sail- 
ors. 120 niiirinos, killed; and one' olllcer 
and 11 sailors woiinded. Official , des- 
patches also soy that the men wounded, 
including Ool. Ordonez, were able to at- 
tend to their duties.

San Francisco Mint Likel.v to Rcceivo 
Many Millions in Next Two 
Months. 

Washington, .Time 8.— Secretary Gage 
sent to tlie Iiouse to-day a rocommeiula- 
tion for the ai)iiropriation of .'f2.''>0,000 
for the iiaymont of wages of workmen 
and the contingent expenses at the mints 
for coining gold and silver during the next, 
year, together with an elaborate stuto- 
ineiit of the ^'old bullion now in fhe- 
treasury and the need for its conversion' 
for promjit uses. The appropriation is to- 
enable the mints to convert a large psirt 
of the gold bnllioniitow OU band ns well.'

At Jialf-pasl live yes- 
terday luoruing (Tuesday) live ships oC 
the American squaUron opened a lieiivy 
bouibardiueut of the fortinealions of the 
town. There was a perfect hiiil of 
bombs in tlie bay, striking aud deinolisli- 
ing many houses beyond the tortilica- 
tious. Uu the SpuuisU side the artillery 
replied vigorously, luaiataiuins for some 
time a stout resistance. The fire of the 
warships, however, never slaclseaed for 
an instant. It was regular and carefully 
directed and a great majority of the shots 
proved effective. The Spaniards were 
forced to abaadon their positions on the 
shore and retreat to the town of . Caiui- 
anera proper. It is supposed tliat later 
they fled from that position also, with 
the inhabitai4ts. 

Information has reached here that the 
Spanish at Santiago and Caimanora are 
preparing for a Ijnal desperate struggle 
and are determined to resist the assaults 
of the Americans to the last extremity. 
The commander of tlio district issued cr- 
dors yesterday to burn Caimanora before 
yielding it into the hands of the Amori- 
cjins. The latter forced an entrance to 
the bay of Guantananio, and according 
to the latest advices fgrom Caiiuanera, 
it was feared that the Americans would 
make au effort to laud forces this (Wed- 
nesday) afternoon. Measures to prevent 
this, if possible, have been taken by the 
Spaniards. The American fleet was still 
maintaining its position. 

Gable communication with Cuba, which 
has been interrupted for many hours, 
was partially restored this afternoon. 
The report of the bombardment of Cai- 
manera, though whether by the explosion 
of bombs from the water or by explos- 
ives used by a party sent for thnt pur- 
pose is not known. The cables uniting 
the main cable with the office at Caimiiu- 
cra and tlie to'.vn of Caimanora with 
Santiago is cut as no direct news from 
Santiago has j'Ct been received at Capo 
Haytien since Monday ut midnight. 



' MORLEY ON THE ALLIANCE. 

'A Liberal Loader Expresses His Views 
on Mr. Chamberlain's Scheme. 

London, Juno 8. — The Itight lion. 
John Morley, Liberal, speaking at Leeds 
this evening and referring to the recent 
Birmingham speech of Mr. Chamberlain, 
on the subject of an Anglo-Saxon al- 
liance, said he did not believe a word 
of oil the "gloomy tolk about England's 
isolation and threatening prospects" un- 
til she secured un alliance with Germany 
or America. England's naval power is 
gigantic; her financial resources iind 
credit are firmer than ever, said Mr. Mor- 
Iciy, and the spirit of her people to repel 
invasion or protect their rights is as 
groat m at the beginning of the century. 
The whole country desires more intimate 
relations with the United States, an end 
always diligently worked for by Lord 
Salisburj- and Mr. Gladstone. It is in- 
conceivable, however, that a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States could bo entered upon witlioat 
faking into consideration the Irish vote 
in America. If the vote is against the 
treaty it is not the fault of the Liberal 
party. Proceeding to discuss the kind 
of alliance intended, Mr, Morloy said: 
"If it is an alliance for peace and har- 
monious co-operation for the mutual 
good, it will, Indeed, bo the dawn of a 
brighter day. But is that what is in- 
tended? Or is it to be an alliance be- 
tween jingoes in America and jingoes in 
England, an alliance not for peace, but 
for menace and war! We shall see; but 
I know tens of thousands of ,thc best 
and wisest men in America believe that 
hardly any more inespressibic calamity 
can befall mankind than that a commun- 
ity, as Lincoln nobly said "conceived in 
freedom and dedicated to the happiness 
of free and equal men," should entangle 
themselves in the unrest and intrigue of 
militarism, which are the torment and 
scourn^e of the old world."

CUBAN INSUltGBNTS' VICTOltY. 

Thcj- Report Having Fullen Upon, Slulu 
and Captured a Spanish Division. 

New York, June S.— News has just 
reached the Cuban junta In this clt.v of a 
victory achieved by the Cuban forces over 
u division of the SiinuIsU army at Jle- 
guaul, province of Santiago, on May '^1. 
It was one of the most decisive battles 
which the patriots won for many mouths, 
and most Important one since war was de- 
clared against JSpaiu. A cohinin of Span- 
ish soldiers, 1,,'uu strong, acting iimli'r or- 
ders Iroui Havana to abandon Interior 
towns anil advance towards the coa.st, 
evacuated the luwu of Lapledni, after hav- 
ing dcstroyeil their torts a-id fortlliea- 
llons to prevent Iheni from fulling into the 
hauds of the iusurgcnts unci camped at 
Jiguaul, where tbejr expected to remain 
awaltlug further orders. 

The Spaniards were surprised on the 
morning of .May by being attacked by 
a division of the llrst corps, belitngiiig to 
(;en. (iaiixto (jiaiela's eoiiiiuand, under the 
leadership of Col. Jo.s. Uabl. Altogether 
they nunibered more than l,t)O0 men, while 
tile Sjiaiiiards had fully twice thai num- 
licr. They advanf^d In good order, be'iig 
we'll eiiulpped with arms and iimmmiltlon. 
They luoli the enemy coniiiletelv by si:r- 
Iiyse. .\t the start In the S:)aiilards scat- 
tered, but made un effort to rullv their 
forces. They only, succeeded In being able 
to retreat In regular order to the village 
of I'alma. After sl.t hours' hard lighting 
at I'alma the Spaniards raised a Mag of 
truce and expressed themselves aj being 
willing to surrender. Teriii.^ w.:re sjieeO- 
lly arranged and the Cubans took i.s prl.s- 
oners a Spanish colonel, seven captains iiud 
several otlier oflleers, besides lUJ soldiers, 
The Spanish loss amounted to 7ii dead, be 
sides a large number of wouudod. ' In. 
eluded in the Spanish losses', were t'Ur' 
tcea oflleers. The Cubans sustalnea heavy 
loss, but considerably smaller rhm the 
.Spaniards. They reported Jo kiPcd. hi- 
I udhig live oflleers of lesser rark. am! 
about 00 wounded. After .lie battle the 
Cubans returned to Tlguanl. Ttie>e tliev 
lecovercd a large qnantltv of irms .tiuI 
anununltloii from the deserted Span'sli 
camp, together with provisions and sup 
plies, which the enemy had or i l -oni- 
iielied to leave behind. The-jp w.->ri' nuicli 
needed and were sent to th hoadi|Uurt< rs 
of the general camp at Baya>n».

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Some interesting sidelights on the con 
dition of affairs in Cuba are given by 
Mr. .1. N. tr. AVillinms, brother of Major 
Ben Williams, who has just arrived in 
town. Mr. A\'illiiiius has for some years 
past been manager of one of the biggest 
plantations in Cuba. It is situated in 
Cienfuegos district, some 15 miles from 
the city of that name. Mr. Williams 
stayed on the place, and superintended 
its affairs until after the declaration of 
war, when the Spanish authorities inti- 
mated that ho and bis family had better 
leave the island, a piece of advice which 
ho naturally took. 

In spite of the stories that tlic whole 
of Cuba is a ravaged waste, Mr. AVil- 
lianis states that in tlio Cienfuegos dis- 
trict they were very little tniuliled by 
the insurgent.s and all the plantations 
bad worked away there and crushed 
their cane, the crop for this season be- 
ing 250,000 tons altogether, and really 
larger than last year. 

Iteferring to the news now being re- 
ceived from Santiago, Mr. Williams 
said that the guns the Spaniards had 
mounted on the defences there were not 
powerful, most of them being smooth 
bores,' unless, as he hardly e.'cpocted, 
there had been mauy changes lately in 
the defences. At the mouth of the har- 
bor the passage was COO yards wide and 
tlio channel very deep, so the very .iliice 
where the Merrimac could have been 
sunk to obstruct the channel must have 
been tlir(>e-quarters of a mile further in- 
side tlie liarlior at what is known as the 
bend, as large vessels iliere liavo to 
make a rather large sweep to get in. 

The actual starving state of the recon- 
centriuloes was due not to the Spanish 
but to the insurgent tactics in burning 
the canehelds, not that his own district 
suffered that way for the insurgents 
wore kept pretty well denretl out there. 
But by the dcstriction of tlie canolields 
the iieople were deprived (if w<irU and 
deprived of six or seven million dollars 
usually expended for labor. It was only 
a half truth to say that the gathering 
togetlier of the reconcentrndoes by the 
Spaniards was the cause of the dreadful 
suffering and starvation that ensued. 
While Weyler ordered the people cleared 
out of the debatoable ground between the 
Spanish and insurgent ftjrces lie at the 
same time as he placed thoni in roar of 
the Spauisli trooiis where communication 
was cut off from the insurgents, gave the 
reconeentradoos ground that tboy might 
work it for themselves. For some 
months govoniinent rations were i.-orved 
out to these unfortunates, btit either 
through inability to work or because 
they would not work, they did not cul- 
tivate tlie land given them and now when 
there wore no supplies to give them they 
starved or depended on public charity. 
He feared, Iiowevor, that by this tin:e, 
owing to the blockade by the United 
States ileet and the impossibility of get- 
ing in supplies the unfortunate recon- 
centradoes were starved to death. He 
had until he left given supplies from tlie 
plantation to keep. thirty or forty fami- 
lies alive, but ho feared that now with 
the more stringent times due to war that 
the people would not bo able to get to the 
plantation for supplies. Though the 
plantation of which lio was manager was 
outside the Spanish lines ho had a .'orce 
of 150 men under his own conini.aud to 
guard the estate until he l(>ft. How- 
ever, on the whole the condition of 
tilings all over the island was not per- 
haps as bad as reiiurted, for now tlie 
crops of corn and potatoes were riiie and 
this would furnish a good deal of food. 

As to the stories of crnolty bo could 
only speak of the experience in his own 
district of Cienfuegos. Hlie knew of 
three or four pacificoes who .had been 
cut down by Spanish giierillas, but 
never any thing Of the kind by Spanish 
rogulars. Ho did know, however, of 
some dreadful atrocities .by • the insur- 
gents, stich as the hanging of the mail 
messenger a fevr miles. ..from the plan- 
tation and he gave t«»me. instances of 
horrible tortures such, as flaying .lufor- 
tunnte men and inflicting' on them fright- 
ful KufToring that it made one shudder 
to contemplato. 

Mr. Williams does not think thnt the 
insurgents will bo of any very great 
assistance to the United States troops 
in the lighting. The majority of the 
insurgents, it would be found, would 
slay in the mountains and allow the 
Auierieans to <lo the lighting. the 
e.xceiitioii of Cienfuegos district tlierc 
were' no |>laiitalioiis working, with the 
e.vceiition of a few near Cardenas, Ma- 
tanzas and Havana. In all tlie r(.>st of 
the island the cane had been burned by 
the insurgents. 

The Spaniards, lie said, had in all 
some 1.50,000 tjoojis, regulai's a.iul volun- 
toers on the isbind, and while they were 
inot equal to the Americans in a stand 
up figlit, they would wait behind their 
entreuchments and forts and thus en- 
sconsed would inake ia hard struggle, 
Cienfuegos was protected by some 8,000 
or 10,000 troops and the harbor was 
mined witli torpedoes. The bulk of the 
trndjis were, Iiowevor, at Havana, which 
Wiis well protected both on the sea and 
land aiiproaclies. 

He liardly thought that the iVuieri.'aiis 
would land troops at Saiitia.go unless 
they found it iiossililc in that way to 
iltack the Spanish Ileet in tlio harbor, 
because Santiago was cut off from any 
of the other cities by tlie land way by 
.'!tlO miles of mountains that were prac- 
tically imi)asssable. Besides, the Ameri- 
cans would Iind it hard to g(>t ^'ll^s a- 
shore capable of dealing with su; b for- 
midable armaments ns carried bv the 
Yiscayn, Mario Teresa, Christopher Co- 
Ion or the Oqnendo.

Vaucouvcr, .Tune 8.— The delegates to 
the opposition convention were chosen 
yesterday. Most of them are Liberals 
aud they can, if they will, choose three 
or the whole four candidates from their 
party which course would not be pala- 
table to the Conservative supporters of 
the opposition iu Vancouver. It seems, 
however, likely, that they will iu any 
case, choose Mr. Cotton from motives of 
policy, and thpy may, . for the Same rea- 
son, select for him one Conservative or 
at least independent colleague out of the 
four. Mr. Joseph Martin seems certain 
to be on the opposition ticket, and if 
there are to bo throe Liberal names upon 
it, a choice among Messrs. Macphersoii, 
Baxter and MacdoniieU will furnish two 
of the three. If on the other hand the 
delegates determine to place two Con- 
servative names on the ticket there will 
be a Itoen contest for the second place 
between Messrs. Baxter, Macdoniiell and 
Macphorson, amongst the l^iberals then 
to be nominated, unless ouo or two of the 
three decide to withdraw. Mr. Baxter, 
who is a young schoolmaster of consid- 
erable power of speoclr. has sevor.il 
strong advocates ou the delegation, but 
as the labor element is also there w 
represented, Mr. Macpherson's clains 
should have^ sturdy advocates too. The 
chances are thnt several ballots will he 
taken ere a final choice is made. Mr. 
Cotton was away up country during the 
choosing of the delegates, and the men 
of the "I'rovince," Messrs. Nichol and 
Coltart, wore very activo in support of 
the Martin section of the [larty. It may 
bo mentioned that the conii)osition of the 
opposition delegation was not known un- 
til late last night. They were the choice 
of fairly large meetings, at which, how- 
ever, the Conservative members of the 
party were in some cases, through their 
own apathy, not;tery;well Teprcsentcd. 

Mr. Emmerson Brooks, the California 
poet, gave a recital in tlie Homer Street 
Methodist church on Tuesday evening. 
The chair was taken by the Hon. Edwin 
Dudley, United States consular agent, 
who strongly urged the advisability of 
an Anglo-American alliance. The sug- 
gestion was of course enthusiastically 
received. 

The oxocutivo couneil of the local 
branch of the Society for the I'revention 
of Cruelty to Animals is busily organ- 
ising and collecting subscriptions. The 
society has already through the police 
successfully prosecuted one case of 
cruelty. 

WESTMINSTER NOTES.

To the Kdltor: My attention has been 
called to a letter signed "J. A. Alknian," 
pnljUshed In the morning Issue of the Col- 
onist.

They reminded nio that In- 
llueuce would be brought to bear against 
inc, and that I would, because of that In- 
fluence, suffer In my business (these are 
they whom I refetrod to In my evidence 
as .VIr. Sehultz' nssochites). My reply was, 
that I believed the people of Victoria were 
too fair-minded to boycott or punish any 
man for doing his duly. Mv dutv was 
tu tell the truth and the truth I told. I 
testllicd tliiit I heard eerlala remarks made 
by .Mr. Sc-lnillz to .Mr. Itiitliven. Mr. Alk- 
nian in Ills letter says I was llatly con- 
tradicted by .Mr. Grlflltli, .Mr. Stelley, Jlr. 
Speed and Mr. Sehultz In their evidence. 
They did not do so. They teslllled tliat 
they did not hear It, hut would not 8W9ar 
that It was not uttered. That they were 
souu! distance away (as a fact tliree times 
farther away) than I was. As to Mr. 
Sehultz' denial, 1 will simply say that last 
night in the presence of three witnesses 
.Mr. Alknian declared that Mr. Sehnltz was 
so excited at tbe time of the assault that 
he (lid not know wimt he did or said. Let 
me again say that wlillst 1 regretted be- 
ing mixed up In the matter, I feel certain 
that all right minded people will appreciate 
and understand my action wluai called uiaui 
in a court of Justice in telling the truth, 
the -whole truth nnd nothing but the trutli, 
just for justice sahe.

■will'head the expedition^ M. Varicle is 
like Dr. Terwagnc, a very eminent 
French Hciontist, and is known as one 
-of the most snccossfnl of aeronauts. l)r. 
Terwagne was at the Victoria hotel yes- 
terday with an old friend, Mr. A. .1. 
Maniiold and iMr. Browne W. AVobb, an 
Englishman, who are on their way to 
the Klondike with a large exiiloring and 
tradiiiK expedition. Dr. 'I'erwanne's 
visit was to get his intrnments verified 
.at the meteorological station at lOsipii- 
liialt and to tix that as a scienlilic base. 

As already descrilunl. some 'lays ago

■oxpedition are to use is not one that 
will bo at tlie mercy of every air iluit 
blows but by a skilful arrangement of 
.sails and by means oi a particular sort 
of drag rope called a kitrop hung from 
■a boom, it is possible not onl.v to rise 
or descend at will but to guide the bal- 
loon to a very marked degree. 

It was only yesterday that Dr. •Ter- 
wagne made public the fact tliat he and 
Mr. Varicle before coming West had 
been in consultation with General Miles, 
head of the United .States army, as lo a i>||,.f;i„m 
scheme for defending the coast of (he! 
T.Iiiited filiites by means of lialloons. .Vs 
Dr. Terwagne said yesterday: ".Vfler 
our consultation with (.ieneral Miles, M. 
Varicle bad to return to Kuroiie for 
.some supi)Ii(>s. I feared to tell any of 
iUi) newspapers (hen of tin' jilan as my 
friend was on the sea and it was ]ios- 
sihlo should the Spanish authorities get 
wind oC it, that he might be in dang;'r. 
However, I know to-day that Mr. Vari- 
cle -is safe in New York and now I .--ee 
no reason why I should not tell you of 
•our plan. 

"As you know, the coast of tlie United 
Slates on the Atliindc is a most exten- 
sive one and in (he ilesign for its de- 
fences it has to be kept in mind that! 
provision must bo made for dealing witlij 
any strong naval power that may coniej 
against that country. The danger to be; 
anticipated from Spain is snnill. for 
Spain is a v,-eak country, but what must I 
1)0 guarded against is tlu' possibility of' 
an.v. strong jiower atteni]iting to attai-l; 
several points on the coast simultane- 
ously. 'J"o knov,' before band \vliat 
points the enemy int(>n(l to attaclc would 
naturally give (he T'nited Stales a valu- 
able advantage and this knowledge nniy 
lie obtained by a sysloin (if balloon de- 
fence. 

"It is quite evident that from a bal- 
loon high in the air a very niueli greater 
range of sight can be obtained than 
from the ground. A captive balloon, 
therefore, makes a very valuable i)oint 
for obHorvation purposes and by insti- 
tuting a series of these balloon stations 
around the coast, using llie Morse sys- 
tem of signalling by sun flashes in the 
day tinie and lights at night, news of 
an enemy's fleet far out at sea co:ild be 
.2;aiiied and forces rapidly massed to op- 
pose the attack. 

"Here is a rough outline of the riiiled 
States coast on the Atlantic from .Mexi- 
co to the ('anailian border," went on Dr. 
Terwagne, rapidly sketching on iiajier. 
".\ow this immense coast line would be 
imperfectly guarde<l by forty of these 
stations, but. as you notice, where the 
eirele of vision of mie balloon touches 
the circle of vision of the next one, there 
is a dead point, and here is where (he 
•dnngdr of failing to sight a ship would 
be 'eSI<eriCUced. To obviate this, wc 
wonid )iave a secoml series of intermedi- 
ate 'Btationa which would get over this 
trouble, and so it would be Jiecessury 
to liave eighty balloon stations to make 
the system of defence perfect. . 

"As soon as a balloon sights an eiuMuy's 
ship signal' is made (o the next liallooii 
on each side of the position of the en'"iiy 
given. Ah a balloon is so" much sukiIIit 
than a ship, it would be (luite possible 
for the (diservers in the balloon to see 
the hostile fleet and signal the news 
without the enemy being aware that they 
had oven boon sighted. We talked this 
scheme over with General CJroely, I may 
sav, and ho was very much impressed 
with it and ooniplimentcd UB on'our plan. 

"Thou suppose a number of small bal- 
'loons of 500 or 600 meters wore phucil 
.dhrimen-of-wiir. These balloons could br 
.filled aboard and could be used for drop- 



"Tliat the use of the balloon "^iu- war- 
fare is not any faiita.stic idea may be 
gathered from the fact that the French 
govornniont is spending each year very 
large sums of money in balloon oxperi- 
nients and have some of their most o.x- 
perioncod oliicors in charge while parks 
and school of aerostation arc ivcpt up 
l)y the French, German and otlier conti- 
nental powers. No money is spared to 
bring this science to as groat perfection 
as jiossible. tleneral -Miles, head of the 
United States army, told us -when we 
laid our plan before liim that he is great- 
ly in favor of having balloon stations, 
both for defensive and offensive purimses. 

".fust think of the powerless condition 
of n fleet or army witli balloons floating 
over them and droiiping down dynamite 
or other destructive e.x|)losive while the 
unfortunates below are unable either to 
llee or to destroy thoir terrible assailants. 

"Still this is no mor5 wonderful than 
seemed the use of submarine boats, 
(inick-tiring guns or fish torpedoes some 
years ago. 

"By tlie way," said Dr. Terwagne, in 
closing, "I had a trip on the French sub- 
marine boat Cobe from Charrcnton to 
Paris."

The iiiiaiber ot 
men autaally employed In securing Inforuiii- 
tion fur the use of the goviu'iinieut both In 
tills eountry and abruaiJ cuniiot uv accur- 
ately slated, but there are eiioiigli of tUeiu 
to make up a full regiment of Hie most 
iiitelllguat and highly traliieil servants of 
the nation. Their nioveinents are iiatur- 
all" gimrdod with the. utmost caution, but 
it cau bo stated that la udilltion lo the or- 
dinary functions of the Bcrvice, siicli as tliv 
doloctlon of counterfeiting, the agents ot 
the secret scrVlce are at work at every 
place la the world wlii.re In rorniatloa Is 
to be secured or persons who nia.v injure 
the govcrmnent are to be watched. In Ha- 
vana, la MiiUrld, lu fact, where It U not 
safe for nu American to disclose bis ua 
llonallty or to give cvldeuou of his patriot 
ism. 

It \a through thbs mysterious source 
t'lnt the government giiiiis iiiucli of 
inforinatloii which Insures Its plans for 
the prosecution of the war ngulust Hpulu 
but which is generally aniiouuced as Uav 
lag coino through other sources. ' Xhc re 
ports ot opcrntfvos of the secret service 
lire triuismltted to the elilef of the bureau 
thioiigli niaiiy and devious cbonncls, and 
in a dpiier more Intricate and dlfdcnlt 
than that employed by the most skilled 
of diploiUHtlc agents. 

Only one man In llie whole eoaalry can 
really tell liow iniiiiy ot tlic srcrrt iigenls 
Id' the iiiiimry are at work and the nut 
of their undertakings. He is ,Iolm 
\S ilkic, chief of the liuriMii, A mii'st for 
inforiuatliin elicits a sUeptlcal saiUe from 
hlai and the emidiiilie as.siiraiu.e lliat the 
work of Ills de|)artiiu'iit is the lamliiess 
of noliody except the ofdelals that super 
vise It.

purt towns. Fully per cent, coiue.s 
from Cardiff in Wales, the bulk of it 
being sent in British steamships which 
are bound for the cities on the Mediter- 
ranean and Suez Canal.

THE PBOVINCJB AND THE 
DOMINION. 

The position taken by the Colonist as 
to the Jiecessity for placing the claims of 
I^British Columbia for fair play from the 
iDominion above all consljaerationB in 
connection with politics meets with very 
hearty approval. The sentiment is grow- 
ing that the province has been badly 
dealt with, aad that in order to obtain 
justice all minor dilTerences must be 
laid aside, in order that a strong and 
united effort may bo put forth to s<!enre 
at least a reasonable measure of justice. 
It is impossible for the most optimistic in- 
dividual to regard tlie present attitude 
of the Uoniinion toward this province 
with feelings of approval. We would 
find it dilllcult to say who are the more 
strenuous in couiplainiiig of the neglect 
rWith whicli our just claims have been 
"treated, the Liberals or the Conserva- 
tives. Both parties seem equally incen- 
sed iind we hear on all sides expression 
of sunirisc that the province has been 
so long-suffei ing. 

The (pu'stion freiincntly asked is, 
■■\\'liat shall we do'^" Those who ask it 
|)oiiit out that our reprosoatation in pnr- 
anient is small, that even if our nieiu- 
ln'rs should vole as one iiKiu on all pub- 
lic (piestions tliey would not hold the 
balance of /power or nuytliiug like it. 
The force of this must 1»e' admitted, but 
it makes the necessity for united action 
ire apparent. ^^'bat we cannot u'l't 
by the more inertia of our voting power 
w (.' may- secureiby the; .energy of - the as-; 
sault. We hiii^f whfce'tho' Domiiiton up 
to a realization of tlii^ injustice that is 
being done us as a province, and this 
we can only do by sinking all other 
<lifforeBce8 and presentingvifn .unbroken 
front when w.e make a (ieinantV for jus- 
tice at Ottawa. It js true that at the 
prc>sent time the Foder.il ministry has 
a large nmjority— so large that if the 
jLiboral contingent from this proylntc 
should decide tb' go Itito opposition, the 
government could IuukIi at them, if nolli- 
ing more were taken into account than 
the number of votes cast by them ou a 
division. But there is more in politics 
than more voting power, and the strength 
of our claim upon the Dominion for bet- 
ter treatment in no sense deiiends upon 
the number of representatives which the 
province has at .Ottaw((|ihiiti"tipon the in- 
herent merits of tlie'cliilTiiMtsclf, ■■ li* this 
is- properly . made out tind placed befcre 



the government and the people of Can- 
ada, it will become an jctivo factor in 
Canadian [lolitics, and jliero Will be 
plenty of people to esppise our cause, 
when once they see how flosidy identilicd 
it is with the best interiils of tiic wliole 
Dominion. 

In order to secure tli? stnaigest pos- 
sible presentation of out case it is neces- 
sary that the bands of ttou.'jMr.'y^ 
should be litreugthenedjis liiuch . 'tis posr 
slide.

as premier, if re-invostd with power by 
the voters, to urge upoi the Federal min- 
istry with all the fosce possible the 
rights of the province to receive bctt.'r 
Ircatmeiit.

It is riglit that the jremior of a prov- 
ince in appealing to :lie electors for a 
re-entlor.scmont should' state the general 
lines of his policy. Tl'is Mr. Turner has 
already indicated in i| general way, and 
more formal expressi«n ot them will be 
made later, but it mar be as widl to 
that be stands pledgeii not only to handle 
the revenues of the piovince in a nianuei 
calculated to proniolcj its best interests, 
but to insist upon some better under- 
standing with the Doiiinion on subjects 
where the jurisdictioi] of tlie two >,'overn 
incuts seem to overlaii, and also uiion tin 
duty of the DoniiiiifJi to make some re 
turn to tile province feu- the vast sum of 
money paid in taxation to the federal 
treasury. The latter is Jis mucdi a part 
of .Mr. Turner's poli(y as any otlu'r fa 
t(U- in the case. He invites llie voters to 
strengthen his bands because he proposes 
to do this tiling aiiung others. He does 
not ask them to do Ibis because they are 
favorable to the lJuniinion government 
or because tliey are opposed to it. II 
appeals to them as British Columbian, 
as men who understand the necessities of 
the proviiic(! and are anxious to nee 
everything that is |iossible done to meet 
them. Having made this appeal tlu> vot 
ers will see how grave a responsibility 
rests upon tliem.;;|lt is for them to say 
whether or not '-the' government of the 
province shall be lm(d;ed up by the pop- 
ular V(dce in making its demand for jus- 
tice. This factor having been introduc- 
ed, and properly introduced, into the po 
litical field, it cannot bo shirked. If the 
voters shall say to the Hon. Mr. Turner 
that tliey have no longer any coiifideiK 
in his administration, their verdict will 
be taken at Ottawa to mean that they 
are not in sympathy witli his demand for 
justice; and if as the result of the ( 
liiui a new goverunienl sliould be fiirnied 
" lib a new leader and the claims of Brit- 
ish Columbia should then be presented 
to the Dominion government, the natural 
answer would bi> that when the peopli 
were asked to lu'onoiiiice ulioii this par 
ticular (luestion they returned an unfa- 
vorable answer, showing that they took 
no stock in the claim that this province 
is uot rei'eiviug fair treatment. Tin 
(doctors of British (Jidunibia will sluu-t 
ly have an opportunity to say by their 
votes whether or not tlioy believe them 
selves to be entitled to better treatment 
from the Dominion, and they sbouhl take 
the ()|ip(n-tunity of so declaring in a man- 
ner that cannot be misunderstood. Do 
the people of Cnssiar believe that the 
interests of that part of the country le^ 
(luire the adoiition liy the Doiiiininii of ;i 
liberal policy of developnieiit'^ Tlii'U 
they should return to the legislature two 
representatives who will sustain tlie gOV- 
eriinient in urging the claims of the prov 
iiice for simple justice. Do the peojile of 
Cariboo feel that souielbiiij,' sbouhl be 
done to open the great resources within 
their district? Then they will 
strengthen the hands of Hon 
Mr. Turner in the deniaiid whicii 
he will make for fair play. Are Koot 
eiiay, Yale and Ijillooet looking for fur 
thcr development projects to make tbeir 
great resources more available than tliey 
now are, and give tlndr prospcrit.v a stini 
uliis even greater tlian it now enjoys'/ 
If so, let them ask themselves if if is 
not in their interest Unit the Dominion 
shall be made to understaad that British 
("olunibia has determined to fight for its 
rights by all coniititutional means. The 
coast constituencies, including the Fra 
ser Biver valley and A'ancouver Island 
surel.v realize how all-importaiit it is to 
them that some little of the generosity, 
which the Dominion government extends 
towards the Eastern provinces, should 
t.ike the shape of coiiunon justice and 
find its way westward. .Vs to their sen 
tinients upon this point, tli(M-e is lu 
doubt; nor is lliere any doubt that the 
way to give force iind expression to those 
sentiments is to return the Hon. Mr. 4'ur- 
ner upon his i)latform of progress, de- 
velopment oud fair play for BrUish Col 
uiiibhi.

More than usual interest w{is taken in 
yesterday's proceedings ot the board of 
license commissioners, on account of the 
opposition presented to the application, 
for a transfer of the license for the O^- 
borne House at the corner of Pandora 
and Blanchard street, from Willmiu 
Field to Michael Christian. The sippli- 
cation was granted, but not until argu- 
ments for and against it had been staled. 

Petitions against the iipiilicatiou were 
received from the pastors and olllcers of 
the li'irst I'rcsbyterian, Metrop<ditau 
jMethodist and Congregational churclie.=!, 
which are in the vicinity of the house, 
and Perserveraiico Lodge. I.O.(!.T., the 
owners of Temperance hall. The petition, 
asked for the refusal of the application 
and. revocation of the llceuse on the 
grounds that it was objeetionalile to have 
saloons in the vicinity of churches, being 
obnoxious to the members of the con- 
gregation and detrimentul to the morals 
of the Siimliiy school pnpils. Further 
they held that the house was a disorderly 
one. citing in proof the recent shooting 
afl'air which took place there, resulting 
in a man being sent to jail for seven 
years. 

Uev. Dr. Campbell, of the b'irst Pri's- 
byteriaii (•liiircli, ivas iiiiahle to be pres- 
ent, but Uev. .1. C. Sju'cr, Kev. I'. C, L. 
Harris and Dr. Lewis Hall appeared in 
support of the petitions. -Mr. Moresby 
appeared for the applicant and the own- 
er of. the property and immediately ob- 
jected to these iiortioiis of the ixrtition 
objecting to the saloon on account of its 
pro.\imity to churches, that point ho con- 
tended having boon settled when the 
license was first granted. 

The commissioners decided in favor of 
Jlr. -Moresby's coiitoiitioii, holding that 
only tlu! manner in which the house iiail 
been coiidncted since the license was 
granted, would be coiisidcreil. 

Itev. .1. C. Speer addressed the court 
at some length, holding that the saloon 
was obnoxious to CMiristitiu jieople, and 
that it W!is not a necessity, there being 
several saloons in the vicinity. Under 
the former proprietor the house was "i-iiu 
as orderly as a salnmi could be. but 
since the mamigement had changed, this 
had not been the case. 'The evidence in 
the recent trial was sufllciont to sli 
that the house was a disorderly one, but 
in addition he could testify to hiivini: 
hoard unusual noises there at night and 
to the fact that disreputable looking men 
Iiung around the place. He was 
longer able to send his daughter to the 
mail box, which is just at the saloon 
corner. 

Ur. Lewis Hall endorsed what Rev. 
-Mr. Speer had said and added tliat the 
saloon was a hinderatice to the work of 
the juvenile branches of the I.O.C.T. 
and tended to dejireciate the value of the 
Temperance hall propertv. 

Kev. I'. C. L. Harris followed Dr. Hall 
in support of the petition. 
_ Mr. Jloresby contended that tlu; peti- 
tioners liad not proved their ease, having 
just made a statement of their siib', in 
support of which they had not produced 
witnesses. As to the shooting there was 
nothing to connect Barrattil, vdw did 
it, with the proprietor of the siimon, in 
fact the proi>rietor had done bis best to 
bring the guilty parties to justice. 

Chief Sheppard "said the proprietor 
could not be held responsible for the 
shooting, and further testified that there 
had been no complaints about the house 
and that it was closed on Sundays, the 
law being strictiy enforced in the hit- 
ter respect. 

After short consideration the !Mayor 
announced that while the comniissioners 
sympathized with the iietitioiiers, recog- 
nizing that it was not desirable to have 
saloons in the vicinity of the churches, 
they could not close their eyes to the 
fact that the license had been granted 
three years- ago, and that the owner ot 
the building had been put to considcr.able 
expense in fitting up the hotel. The evi- 
dence prodnced was not isnfflclent to Bat- 
isfy them that the house was a disorder- 
ly one and besides it would not be fair to 
cancel a license for the first offence. If 
any just complaints were made the court 
would deal with the license as the taw 
directs. 

A number of other applications for 

transfers were granted.

Owing to (lie importance of tliis rciiort 
Trustee Itidyea asked that a spc'.al 
nieoting bo called for its cousiderati )ii 
and in this the board concurred. 

The introduction of cookery into the 
public schools next came in for cousiihu-- 
ablo discussion. The superintendent's 
reiiort on the subject, with a resolitti'iii 
Iiassed at a previous mooting of the 
liiiard, follows: 

"Chas. liaywiird, Ksq., Clmirman Scliool 
lioard, A'ictoriii, B.tJ. 
"Dear iSir:— In reply to your favor of 
.'{1st May asking for an expression of 
niy opiiiioti as to tlu> liesirability and 
the I'easiliility of adding tlie subject of 
cooking to the curriculum of our public 
schools, ]iermit me to say: 
"First, as to the desiraliilit.v — the i|nes- 
tiou ill nnother form is wlietlier our 
school work should continue to be united 
mainly to nieiuori/.ing of text-book iiiiit- 
ter, the most of which is forgotten— 
and perhaps just as well forgotten —very 
shortly after esaniiuations are over: or 
whethor>^ we should adopt the modern 
and rational educational ideal which 
supplements mere book-lciiruiiig with 
real and permanent ncquisitioiis <LiU 
touch directly the vitally practic-il is- 
sues (,f everyday life? In ' accordiauce 
with this higher ideal, manual traning 
for boy.s and domestic oseonomy for gilrs 
are rapidly taking tlieir rightful places 
alongside of liistory and grammar in 
city school systems jill over this con- 
liuenl— it position (hey have long occu- 
pied in (Jreat I'.ritaiii and other Kuro- 
p-'iin (•ountri(>s. And I mtiy further hope 
that Vietoriii schools will be brought into 
tile line of progress, in this respect, as 
siieedil.v .-is possible. 

"Tlien, iis to the feasibility -it the 
suggested innovation: There are, .is tar 
as I <jaii see, only two dilllculties in die 
way of immediately placing cooking on 
the list of subjects to Ik> taugiit in' the 
public schools of tlie city; hrst, tlie regu- 
lations of the council of public instriic- 
(iou do not authorize it; but the removal 
of this obstacle ought not, I thing, lie 
very (lillictilt. It is reasonable to r.up- 
pose that the necessary permission could 
be readily obtained from the oduetiHonal 
deimrtnieiil. A more serious dillicnltv. 
liowever. is tin? e.-qiensc. .V mod;-riite 
eiiuipmcnl would cost from .-JliOO to .f.OO, 
while (lies alary of tlie special tea dier 
together with the cost of iiiat.'rials .md 
incidentals woulil iimount lo, proiiublv. 
.Sl.OtMl a year, tlsmuly, a small incoinc 
is derivc'd from tlie sale of Itiiiclies. etc.. 
lo teticliers and children. I'ossibly, the 
cost of limterijils would be met in (li;it 
way. 

"Notwithstanding that cooking has In 
come a regular subject of school stuilv 
elsewhere, there are uiiiuy, no dnnlii, 
who would look npon its iutroducti i i In- 
to the Victoria schools as a questio;! ible 
ex|)eriment; and the board might fairly 
desire :i reasonable nssuranee of sup- 
port ill public opinion before committing 
itself to .so large an increase in ilie 
cost of maintaining the scliixds. Sin-li a 
guarantee would be jill'orded the board 
if the ladies, to whose' disinterested 
pliilanlliropy the timely visit of .Miss 
Livingstone to the city, is due, would 
underl;ike to secure eontriliutions of 
utensils or money sntlieieiit to eiiuip the 
cla.ssrooni. I am told that in almost 
every city of (^'tinuda where cooking 
classes have bc(.n cstablislKMl an initia- 
tive, at least to providing the phiut had 
to 1)0 taken by public-spirited women 
before tlic respective school boards have 
hail the courage to adopt tlie innovation, 
wliicli, however, when once adopted bus 
invariably become yery popular. 

"It is not unreasonnhle, nithor t" sup- 
pose that the government of the province 
could bo induced to grant, Say .$500, to 
enconiago the establishment of a ?ourse 
of instruction whicdi is so manifestly in 
tlie public interests and which, if "elli- 
ciently (•oiidncted here, would revolut ioii- 
ine in an entirely iiract iea 1 ilircctiiui the 
education of Hritisli (.'olitmbia girls. If 
the co-operaton of th(> iihilanlliro|iy of 
the city and the goveriinient to tlic> ex- 
tent 1 liave indicated were seciii.(^ii --;i mi 
1 have little doubt il could— I do not 
think lie- liotird need Iiesltate to expend 
the balance necessary to iuaugunite the 
new depurtment. 

. "In conclusion I venlitre to recoin- 
meud that Jliss lavingstrme li(> ■invited 
to a conference with tlie board, in order 
that the members may inform tliem- 
selvos thoroughly upon a subject which 
1 have been aliK- in this lettpr to deal 
with only in a very general and imper- 
fect manner.

'I'lie dread rainy season in Culm, .■ic- 
cording to all reixirts, has opened this 
year with unwonted fury, and is alre.'idy 
in iiossession of the island. 
^ Cajds. Osnitin Liitrolie and .Stewart 
.Taney, Ihe two young I!;iltiinore;iiis win. 
returned from iIkm-i. last week, safely 
passed tlirougli two wet seasons, lIIc 
nithor miid and the other very severe. 

Their experience with the" rains, the 
fever and the insects is usually interest- 
ing, in view of the possibility that tlie 
Fifth Regiment will soon liavi? to under- 
go the same hardships witli the army 
of invasion. 

Cant, .laiiiiey. in speaking of the wis- 
dom of .sending trooiis to ('ub;i at this 
Iieriod, described the wet season and it.s 
cfTect tiiion soldiers. 1!(. said: 

■"I'he rains begin in Cuba alioiit llie 
lirst of -May. During the last of .Tune 
iind the lirst of Tnl.v tliere is an exii-c- 
nndy dry period, when ev.'rytliiiig is 
liarclied and the sun burns tiercely. Tiicn 
from the littler part of .Ttily clear up 
sonietinics to Cliristnnis it is so wet you 
can almost swim. 

"it rains ever.v da.v for live or more 
hours, and ju.st simply floods everything. 
^Vllen it rains in Cuba it doesn't monkey 
about it, but it comes down hard and 
straight in torrents that soak you to the 
skin if you happen to &e out in it. It 
doesn't rain at night, but it gets so chill.v 
that I have often woiidored how it could 
be so cold without having frost. 

".Ml niglit long the dew and rain drip 
off the trees so lieaviT.v timt yon e:in 
hardl.v lell fhe difrerence between il and 
a genuine sliower. The roads get thick 
and almost impassable, witli a red cl:iy 
mud that hangs on like grim death, and 
.von simply cannot find a dry spot nny- 
wlier(>. 

"The fever, of course, (n-erybody has. 

I have never met an American in Cuba 
who has not had it. Of conr.se the jieo- 
ple who stay in the (owns have a good 
(dmiiee of est^iping, but men who have 
to live tlio oitt-of-door life of soldiers, 
campaigning and marching, are certain 
to catch it. 

"■We mot a fellow who had lived in 
Havana for ten years without having a 
touch of it, but as soon as he joined the 
Cubans and got out in the field he wont 
down, ami Imd about as serions a case 
as T have si^eu.' 

"Tlie fever is of a malnrfal type, with 
chills, and it is not often fattil. It n(>ed 
not bo serious either if a man takes tlie 
proper precautions, but T din't believe an

The fever sticks to yon, and I expcci is 
still in my system. 

"Our great trouble was tliat we didn't 
get the right things to eat lo help us 
keep fever olT. The kind of beef we had 
and half-ripe fruit: were not paiiituble 
enough to rrelp us much. 

"1 do not think it ■would be very wise 
to send troops into- Cuba during the wet 
season, for the feason that after they got 
iheri! nearly all of them ■would bo in the 
liospiial for awhile.. 

"The roads, while' they nre passable for 
artillery, would. h(! terrible on the infan- 
try, and progress would necessarily be'at- 
teuded with great delay, and difllcultios. 
However, I don't think the army -^vill 
land on Ihe island until fall. ^SVhenover 
tlioy go they will havi? the saine trouble 
to face, niiniely, fever. 

"In the winter the chtinces of taking 
it tire consideraiily l(>ssened. but it is 
still there, and any carcdessnes will bring 
it on. 

"Half the battle, with the troops or 
with anybody r-lse going to fhe isliind, in 
figliting against fever would lie to liave 
confidenci? in tliemselveH and their own 
powers of: pulHng through. Don't think 
■yon .are I going to have u serious or fatal 
case, of^vou will probably get one. 

"Our one groat stand-by was qiiinino. 
We took it constantly, and stuvo'l oil' 
many an attack. I*hysieiuus down there 
tiike two grains a day and vety seldom 
suceumb.

"Another tiling that the men who cam- 
paign in Cuba should he careful about is 
sleeping on the ground. My hammock 
was m.v most valuable possc-s.sion down 
there, tiiid I would not have taken i^'ii)') 
in gold for it. 

"I liave just written to my brother, 
who is with tlie Fifth Kegiment, to get 
himself a liauiiiioidv by all means. To lie 
down !ind slecj) on tlie moist, dew.v soil 
of Cuba, with niin dropjiing on jou from 
trees, and all kinds of bugs, ins(?cts 
and crawling tilings about you, means a 
sure and certiiiu case of fever. 

"I believe it would be a iiraelieal idoa 
for all the ollicers of the army to tiil-ce 
hammocks along to slei^ii in, and for the 
men a rubber bliinkel could lie gotten for 
apiece, which would mako a nuieli 
safer bed than the bare grotiud. 

"There are an.v (|uaiitity of insects and 
reptiles there, wliich nearly worry the life 
out of a fellow.^but are not really dan- 
gerous. There isn't a snake on the .-whole 
island that you cannot pick up in your 
hand without fear of a poisonous bite, 
while the scorpions and tarantulas, ter- 
rible enough looking, are not the dan- 
gerous kind of the West. 

"The inosi|ititoes are not nearl,v such 
pests as are generally thought, and there 
are hds of things worse. 

'■It certainly tiikes a nuui with a good 
const it ut ion to stand a Cuban eamiiaigii. 
anil, while ther(> are not incredible Imril- 
sliips. tliere ari> enough to mean a pretty 
severe test of endurance and strength, 
especially at this season. One diingrr 
wliich is lik(>J,v to spread disetise. and 
which ciiiild ho avoided hy tin arni.v, is 
the drinking of, the stagnant water from 
the nniny po,al». in Cuba, upon which the 
tropical snn hrts beamed for many hours. 

"The water ought all to be. boiled be- 
fon» drinking. ' 

"The regulation army hats are, I 
Ihiuk. iis good as any for keeping out the 
liot rays of the sun. We wore Straw liats 
at lirst, but after W.I rd got the cloth ones 
and liked them better. 

".Mtogetlier, if fhe men are well fed 
and know enough to avoid doing things 
tliat will bring on fever, and stick to 
(luiiiine and calomel, thore is no reason 
for any serious fears regarding their 
health in {'nba. 

".\s to yellow fever, if they take prop- 
er sanitary preciiufions and keep aw.ay 
from infe(;ted towns (here is little daiigoi-. 
Wo were lucky in this respect."

Evoiits In the Tar East Make the Need for 
It Greater TUuu Ever. 

'i'lio development of events In the Par 
East and the addition of 'Wei-hal-wol to tlu: 
list of Urltlsh posts on the I'aclllc lend spe- 
cliil (utercst to Ihe renewal of activity willi 
regard to the construction of swifter iiieiiiis 
of coiniiiuiilcatliui between the scaltered 
IJritlsh conimunUlcs. The Australian prciii- 
ieis III conference have agreed that if 
Great Itrltaiu and Canada will eoutrihutc 
two-thirds nf the c;)st of a racitlc cable, 
Australia should contribute one-lliird. In 
Canada an inlhieutlal deputation luis w.nlt 
cd on the premier and laid before lilui a 
j<nipu.sal that a Pacllic cabls trust should 
be created, under autUorlty of the imi llii- 
iiu'uts Interestj^d'ln the scheme, with pow- 
er to raise tlio necessary funds and iiro- 
cced to the construction of tlio cable. In 
this country It I suiidei.stood that as soon 
as tile Australasian and Caiiailiau colonies 
.shall agree in iiianifcsting a strong desire 
for the const riietloii of the line, an.v pro- 
posal which tliey may make to that elTect 
will receive at least favorable coasldera- 
lioii. The (lueslloii with wliich (lie ini- 
periiil and colonial goveriiiiierits are plaj ■ 
lug Is whether tliat I'acltic cable sli:ill be 
111 llrltisli or lu foreign liaiids. .fapaii lias 
passed through an iiidustrial sec(ni(i liirth. 
Kussiu Is pushing industrial enterprise on 
(he northern Asiatic coast. Enmce lias not 
shrunk from heavy cost to establish u coiu- 
mercUil footing ou the south. Gcriuauy lias 
made her latest move In the Interests, we 
are naked to believe, of the protection of 
her commerce. Thus, north and south and 
east and west, the ocean Is surrounded liy 
rival iiatloiinlities. In presence of tliese 
waiting powers indli'iillons are given that 
tlio liiiiuense comniereial Held of China Is 
aljotit to be thrown open, lastaiillv tli(. 
waters of the I'acltic are alive. 'i"li(. iiilli- 
(ar.v and political iiiovenieiits wliich have 
liikeii place are but the forerunner of Inter- 
eoursi.. The. trunk lino of cable once es- 
t.ililished, branch lines can easily l)e con- 
st meted to connect It with iiuportniit 
points. One terralnns under flrltlsh pro-

CHINA'S FUTURE.-' 7^;. 

Plea That Slio be Left Alone by , the 
Powers— Keaily niul Willing to . 
Itefonti and be ilodoni. 

(Pekiii Lettrr in I.oiuloii 'J'i>Ipgi'aiili.) 
Conviction possrsscs tlie niinil ol" uiosl 
porsons here that Ciiiiui is ])iissiiig 
through a crisis of licr fate, and that tlie 
whole future of the Vav East will to an 
enormous extent depend upon tlie out- 
come. She stands; lIKij - Hamlet, kreso- 
Iiito, but face to face with tho, question, 
"To be or not to be — dismembered,."It is 
not an achdemic problem. Gerinnny 
sovereign in Sliautuiig, Russia instnlloil 
lit Port Artliur— wliiit are tlicso but :ic- 
tual steps ill tlie breaking up process? 
tircat issues may liang iiiioii most sordid 
motives. Tho three potent Euroijoan 
powers tliut tlireateii tlie (iissolutioii of 
the most niieient empire arid most per- 
manent: social system in the world Iiave 
before tliein nothing better tliaii llie 
greed of t<>r,itory and the lust of doiiiiii- 
ion. Defeiiteil in tlie liouorahle coinpeti- 
tiou of States, afraid of coinniercial free- 
dom, they seek to capture as far as jjos- 
sible the largest market in the world for 
their own exclusive, advantage. 

One need not be. blind to tho evils of 
Cliiticse oxcIusivonoBs and misgoveni- 
ment to wi.sh devoutly that tliose- designs 
may lie foiled. 'I'lie welfare of 'Bastern 
Asia to a degree hard to exaggenito is 
eoiiceriied in tlie triuiiijili of British iiol- 
icy lit this luoiiieiit, wliicli is to prest^rve 
Cliiiiii for lierself and iiiankimi. It is 
not, perliai)s, a trille to eoiisider ilie !-eii 
timciits, wishes iiiul welfare of over 'MO.- , 
000,000 of liiiiiiiiii beings, tluuigli it 
wotiUl be very curious to know wlial they 
eouiit for ill tlu? liands of universal cmi- 
scription; but out.side China, in the opin- 
ion of those whom I have eoiisulted on 
the subject, to the ;iOO,0(«),000 nidie in 
Imliii, Buruinli, Siiim, Tliiliei, 'I'oiikin 
.Tiipan aud the whole Eusterii Archipel- 
ago, the solution of the problem will 1 
of momentous import. 

The persons roforrod to are diplomats, 
public men. bankers, merchants, traders 
living liere. and familiar with the Bast, 
and of these very few believe that the 
break up of (Miina will be of benefit to 
the world. One does not meet a small 
minority wlio hold tliiit view. Their reii- 
Moii generally is tliat any governnie 
would he better tliaii tlie present. In its 
unameiided form it is ditllctilt to say a 
good word for tlie e.\isting regime. Tli;'ii, 
again, in their jmlgiiieiit, relonns will lie 
altogetlier too slow if China is left to 
her.self to i-ITeet them; she needs snme 
masterful power to compel ndvnncoment 
—that fietion of nil ages, the benevolent 
and omniscicut despot. 

It may be confessed that tho aulo-rat 
will find no folk tractable tlian the do- 
cile race that bad tho pig-tnil forcc<i up- 
on It as a badge of servitude and slings 
to It as ii mark of honor. I think so 
Inghly of my comitry's power of gove:-n- 
nient that I have no doubt a c.vcie of 
CJiithays under lier rule of liberty, jus- 
ti(:e and self-government would recreate 
China; but this is out of the (luestion, and 
lintam's rivals seek dilTerent ends. I^ur- 
ther. It IS held that witliont eoiitinuous 
iititslde pressure Cliina will never devel'ij) 
her resources, v,-liieli are proliablv among 
the ricliest in the world. 'i'lie si'lly jiride 
^^■llicll has eonviiieed lliis people tliiit cliey 
lire superior to all the rest of tlie liumaii 
rnco, that strange jealou.sy wliieli lias 
barred our foreigners, ami that fossil 
ioryism that has made tho eouiurv a 
Uend Sen of humanity are not extinet. 

r*o one denies that external pressure 
is needed. The question is, wliethor the 
KusRian Cossack, plus the knout and Si- 
heriii, Cerinaii militarism. French pro- 
teetioii iiiirl English free trade distrihiil.Ml 
ni nllotinents over tlie country will nut 
liring with tliein evils vastly greater tlian 
any they cure. Lastly. I often encounter 
the assertion tliat Chiiia's promises of 
reform are not to be trusf(>(l. It is ()uite 
Inie tliiil she lias given duiilicity and eva- 
sion a free rein. Dues Hiissia l;ee|i lu.r 
eiigiigciiii utsV Ts liiitouiii a (•oiiiiii(.r..iMl 
eiiiporiinii unf.irlilied, agreealilv to tlie 
most solemn Ireiity engagenieiits, or iloes 
it liristie with baltlcmeiits nnd guns'' 
When will the jiledge wliicli Ceniiaiiv 
gave to Deninark in l.StM lie fiillilleil 
and tlie Danisli pfirtioii fif SIes\\'ig lie re- 
stored to its jieople? .Tiist when Den- 
mark itself lias boon swallowed up. 

The iiiereliants hero have confidence, 
I must admit, that if Germany promises 
e<iuiility of eomiiiereial privileges, in the 
existing state of tilings tlie word will be 
kept; but of Russia there is nearly uni- 
vcrsiil ilistrnst. I was told tliis' very 
day: "Yes, Port Artliur will b(! 0|ieii, 
Imt the country beyond will !»» closed by 
some means or other. Ifiissia will not 
hold Jliiiieliiiriii lor oilier jieople's bene- 
lit." .\s one liears a good deal alifiut 
China's non-observance of treatii's and a 
good (leal that is true, luiw has CiMMieiiiy 
Iccpt lier one treaty with China'.' it >va's 
made at Tientsin, Sept. 'J., IStil, and con- 
firmed aud ainoiuled on Marcii 31, J.SSO. 
Article XXXVIII. of tliat instrument 
provides that 

"Any subject of His Majesty the Eni- 
peroT of Oliina having comraUtcd a 
crime iiguiiist a subject of one of tho i;oii- 
traeliiig German States shall bo . appre- 
hended by the Chinese authorities mid 
punished according to the laws of 
China." 

Was this clause regarded when Kiao- 
Cliiuj was seized'.' Or has there been an 
emeiuiiitioii to the elTect that "if at the 
said time (iernniny wanted a (fouling sta- 
tion, or a railway monopoly, she need 
not wait for the GIiiuesi> iiiithorities lo 
take action, but npproiiriate such iiarl 
of China as may be most convenient'.'" 

On the other side, I find a remarkable 
siuglcnesK of view among those wlio 
know China best, the feeling upperiuost 
being that this l^mpirc presents a inar- 
veirnusly -homogeneous people, wholly di- 
verse from rany 'part in the West, aud 
that lu such a nationality even slow re- 
forms, ill Inirinony with tho natural de- 
velopment ot the racrf, are bettor tlinii 
such as nia.v be forceil by alien rule. Tfie 
unity of China is one of the wonderN. of 
the world. She has blended raei>s, ccm- 
Quercd her eoiuiiierors, assiniilntod liin- 
guages, amiilgMinated iintagniii.die phil- 
DKopliei'K and religions, anil for four thous- 
and years lU, least maintii iii(?il an un- 
broken liistorie continuity. On this unity 
she liiiN Iniilt a social system nnlikif any 
other, and yet seems to bo the same 
vyithiii . the tropics at Cauton or .imid 



the Silierlaii rigors at Pokin. Twenty- 
five degrees of latitude seem to uiiiko no 
dilTerence. 

Is this unity to be broken to onab'e 
Britain nnd America to sell moro sheet- 
ings, the Czar to recruit bigger armio-Ji 
the Fatherland to traiisplaut its uiilita- 
lism, aud Prance its cafe chantants? 
We are dealing, not with barbarism, but 
with an ancient though backward civili- 
zation. I'eople even doubt whether I'.iis- 
sia has nny higher c-ivilizalioii to bring. 
Better or W(nse. these pt'ople want iiioth- 
ing of us hut our exit, and they liavo a 
riglit to ask to he let as far as iiossible 
alone. Coiiiineree and the opening up 
of the country are tlie pretexts put for- 
ward for breaking up' this empirel ,)i^ut 
I find nmong commercial men aj.fljiiyer- 
sal belief that for all the piir^o'^pi^ , of 
trade, and for all those couni;rieM;tliat 
do not share in tho plunder, a 'ijnitcd 
will be bettor than a partitioned Oliina.

is no- comparison." Since 1602 this 
boasted Indo-Chinese .ompire^;.of the 
French has bccu growi|iffi§!d|i!ijvwe can 
sot! how thoy have prombted contiinorc- 
Saigon was for a short while a free 
port and prosperous, but that regime was 
stopped, and now heavy duties for all 
coniinodities not Ereiicli are levied. For 
examiilc, yarn jiays .'jil" a bale from 
Bombay, .y.'it! a bale if from Engl.'tnd; 
while calico, the wear of tlio natives, 
is mulct .fl.lO per piece. A eilse of 
matclies worth ifVt in Hongkong ^-ili 
cost you .'J-IK ill Tonkin. Worse Ihtin 
this, from the wretched, struggling, Au- 
niuiiites a cnishiiig capitation fee,' is e>c- 
torted, and even the lietclnut trees are 
taxed 00 cents per amiuni (Is. each, nt 
present rates), a laborer's pay tor two nr 
three days. The mandarins fleece tho 
people as much as ever, aud, u audition 
comes the .. oppressire load of French 
luxation. This Is what Iho soiitliein 
Chinaman and foreign traders may ex- 
jiect if evifr tlie governing faculty of 
France is applied to the eonimerce of thsi 
empire. I''or never let it be forg.itfeii 
that any jiledges secured by England for 
eiiiiiil rights only hold under existing 
coiiditions, and cease tit once when, the 
Euro|iean [lowers have divided the es- 
tate between tliein. At preaent the Am- 
ericans send to Xorth China largo quan- 
tities of sheetings aud fiour; the locomo- 
tives and carriages on the new rail- 
ways seem to bo theirs. 

You will note that it is nt the very 
monieiit when China is entering on the 
era of railway development tnat 'he 
A\'estorn powers are so anxious to take 
care of her. Henee that iufainoiis ex- 
action of Germany that she alone shall 
made tho railways in Sliaiituiig. Our 
American friends can tell exactly iiow 
many (d' their ongine.s, ears, and ste<'l 
rails tlie Deutschers will want. Pray 
explain, somebody, to !i bewildered world 
what the slaying of two Cernian mis- 
sioiiuries lias to do with the exclusion 
of American rails nnd machinery from a 
Cliinese iiroviiice! .Japan is a iicutriil 
cust(]nier of China, and one of the best. 
Her industrial devi.'lopment is as iiiar- 
vellons as the intelleetual and political. 
The rising empire knows what ,to ex- 
pect for the treatment of the -prodiucts 
Of her looms and her fields 'When the 
champion monopolists get to work. In 
brief, there will be only one sccjEiun. of 
tho country open to All nations, th'iit'boti- 
trolled by Britain. 

Not long ago, in a warm discussion 
iiere, one of the iiieiiibers of our lega- 
tion was niaUing tin? members of the 
Kaiser's staff wince by contrasting their 
selfish with our generous polie.v, and he 
claimed the argninent b.v saying: "I chal- 
lenge you to name a port, not only in 
China but ihroughout the world, where 
llie Union .lack Uies, at which you are 
not as well treated as our own iieople." 
Nobody picked uj) the giuintlet, but a 
iiierchant of the Fatherland remarked. 
"Well, at Hongkong, 1 confess I liavj' 
every advantage of a British .sul'ject, 
only I am not siimmoneil to serve on 
juries." In other words he was better 
ot£ than the Britains by escaping, an 
unwelcome liability. 

What are the results of this liberali- 
ty? Why, that Hongkong and Siugn- 
pore count among the wonders of the 
world. The trade of Hongkong is wortli 
over .ftOO.OOO.OOO'iier annum. 1 believe 
that this amount exceeds the sum total 
of the eommerce of the French ('(donies. 
Algeria included. The population iii- 
creasedin tlie last ton years 40 per cent, 
and it is the most contented in China. 
It is the same thing in Singapore and 
iii:lii through the Jliilay lu'iiiiisulu. 

There the social fruits are not less 
striking. The Chinese grow rich, tliere 
lieiiig no iiiiiniliirin to siiueeze, they take 
leading part in the iiiiinieipal und so- 
cial work, have begun to educate their 
dapghtcrs, adjure Ihe stupidities of ban- 
daged feet and ancestor worsUln. and 
oven cut off the pigtail or cue. In an- 
other generation you will hear of the 
Cliinese waltz and the :Malay cotillion. 
Observe, too, that lOiigliuid has used no 
force to jn-odiice all this; slie has merely 
priivided the coiulit ions~lil)crly, justice 
and security. Colombo, Hongkong and 
Sliiingliiii arc object lessons for all iiiiui- 
kind to show wliat these coiiditions 
mean. Tonkin is also an object sessoii. 

"I'erliaps the worst eonse(iueiice (d" all. 
if ever ("liina be split up among Eur i- 
pean powers, Is tliat she would be in- 
volved in lOnropean wars, i^et the dis- 
mcinberment begun nt Kiao-Ghau, con- 
tinned at I'ort Arthur and Tnlien-Wan, 
and jirojected forward in the French de- 
mand for supremacy in South China, go 
on, then this Empire inevitably becomes 
the battle-ground of European rivalries. 
It will be tho story of India and !lie 
North American eontinent, before Eng- 
land established her domination over 
again. To suppose that the exponents 
of militarism would agree to neutralize 
Cliina is to concede more common Bonso 
thau is ever witnessed in international 
alTairs. If, during tluf past century, this 
land had been the appanage of I'^urope. 
slie w(nild up to LSl't have shared our 
struggles with France, and in the middle 
of tlie jieriod v.-ould liiiv(.> been a biri'(>r 
between Russia and the Allies, and, in 
1870, between France and (iermany. 
No Empire, ancient or modern, ever f ii- 
joyed such loug epochs of peace as China. 
She has hardly attempted annexations 
except in the case of Japan. - She sent 
two expeditions to subjugate the island 
realm, and both shared the fate of a fa- 
mous Armada in the West. The first was 
in the third century; the second was de- 
spatched by th(? great Kublai Khan, the 
Mongol eoiupieror, and is said to have 
consisted of 100,000 men. Not a soul of 
cither of those forces ever returned to tell 
the tale; nnd ,7npnn made the Celestials 
pay dearly for their temerity by ravag- 
ing their coasts. Otlierwise, (Miina liii> 
lived mostly nt pence with her neigh- 
bors. Once let the huge niilitiiry po"-i.r. 
get a footing here, and we shall see them 
raising armies and fleets to a largo ex 
tent at the cost of tho unhappy victim'. 
of their tyranny— I mean, of course, the 
hapiiy subjects of their bonovolont sway. 
Th(> Britisli fieet in these waters must bi 
augmented; so must the French, die Rus- 
sian and the fJermnn. .laiian cannot 
stand indifforGntly aside. Her, iirmn- 
mcnts must be kept at a high sianil.ird-, 
no matter how much it may imp.iv*isli 
the nation. French forces in Tonkin and 
Cambodiii must be increased; iiij-hapj 
o,ven .tho- army in India and our gar- 



risons in Burninh must lie strengthened, 
I^ibniotiou of oomiuerce! Sheer hypo- 
cfuiy. Promotion of militarism is what 
Wi/iire to tind. What l''raiiee has done 
.wo see in Tonkin; and Russia knows ns 
'much about advancing trade as an ole- 
phant does about making a watch. It 
is not a Hinull matter to rellect that if 
England shpuld fail in her attempt to 
preserve the integrity of the Chiuose Em- 
pire, one-third. of the human family wiH 
be exposed to perils of , war Uiat they 
have not known before. The Bnglisp. 
minister is reported to -have warned tho 
Chinese- th(i(t the poHsessidn of Port 'Ar- 
thur by Russia would change the balance 
of power in the Bast. It does so, of 
course; aud, beyond tha^, introduces 
every elomeat calculated to make that 
balance moro and more unstable. 

In all that precedes it is. assuinoil that 
China can and will rofoijin." I find thi.s 
to be the opinion of thcinen wlio.liavi> 
known China longest aud best. Sir Rob- 
ert Hart, who has siieiit forty-four out 
of his total of sixty-three years in thi.s 
country, has no doubt of it. Hr.. Martin, 
who was thirty years in the imperial ser- 
vice, head of the Tungw^n (Joilcge, nnd 
one of tho foremost writers on Ohlnpse 
lifferature and philosophy, is equally. con- 
fident, , Outside pre^^nrOrt ,will.,'i«lo ■ hor 
go6d^ :but tho coutitry needs peace. The 
Ghiueae are themselves aware that, they 
stand on the edge of a prcH/ipico. Thoy 
are almost paralyzed by fear of Russia; 
aud require external guidanee. China 
wants a leader, aud the CliincHe system 
does not favor the coming of the Strang 
man in the hour of supreme need. I>it- 
erati are very good in their place, but. 
that is not the first place in u storm.. 
One cannot recall a mere grauimainaii. 
or lettered pendiint who ever led m na- 
tional defense or headed a rebellion. 

AVar on China's account at , this , mo- 
ment would.be worse than.,U8eles8^i^lie- U 
Pokin government musb be:niiade-'t(^;^ej, : 
that they have to work out thelir i^jyn. 
salvnUon. ; A..te\y,day8 ago 1 conv«rsea 
through, an interpreter; with one of .^he 
most emiiient members of tlio Tsung-11- 
Yanion, or foreign oUlce. To tho uiind ot 
this highly iuUuoutial per.sonuge tho; .sim- 
ple truth that his country is suffering 
from her own faults had utterly failed to 
penetrate. On the contj-ary, it was all. 
England's blame. "Why," he asked,, 
"has not Great Britain, which is all iww- 
erful at sea, forbidden Russia to mako- 
these demands'.' Wliy do you uot tell 
Russia slie shall not have I'ort Artiuir'/ 
Slie cannot send troops any munitions of 
war it you forbid it, for they must eonio 
by sea." 1 must confess that the Chi- 
nese statesman had such faith, in lh& 
omniiiotence of the mistress Of :i tho Seas- 
that war was really .out' of his purview*. 
But this is not the way to save Chinn-^ 
at the expense, of ; tlie British Empire. 

Our' policy is clear. .■ It is , first to pro- 
mote a national army, commanded large- 
ly by Western officers, in. place of. 'tlie- 
sham provincial militias. Secondly, it is- 
to insist upon well-known internal re- 
forms, esiieeially the mitigation of tln> 
s(iueeze. Thirdly, it is to promote o 
Ciiina-.lapanese allian(jo, toward which 
things seem to be tending. With a well- 
drilled, olllcered and paid body of a quar- 
ter of a million troops— and twice that 
number could be easily raised — a navy 
under lOnglisli coniniaiid, and tjie aid of 
Japan, China may recover all she has- 
lost.-.i.The powers, now spoiling her art; 
only^availing- themsblves of her hour of 
Wj6akriess. What strikes everybody 
here is tho cowardice of this proceeding. 
We arc wondering if it can be true thati 
the bird of prey, which figures on tlieifc- 
national emblems is to be changeil from, 
tho eagle to the vulture. Most apprOf 
prlato would it be if so, for, after all,, 
there in. something tradtioually honorablo- 
about tho eagle, aud heaven knows noth- 
ing honorable lias yet boon found in tJitt 
Gorman and Russian spoliation. '

If the I'hilippiues are to be nilniiiiis^ 
t(M-c(I, as the Indian Bureau and the- 
Freediiian's Buroiui used to be, by otlicD 
scc.kers from tho States, their fiiliiro is 
full of tnailde for tli(> Union. We be- 
lieve the American nation can do iiiOHt 
things that it lias a mind to. IJut if 
it means to govern the Philiiipinos hiIC- 
cessfiilly, it uiiist give them a peniian- 
ent civil service, a permanent eoloiiinB 
army, and an administration free fvam.

she was on the way to bocoimt a'iVH3a«t- 
ern power spme forty years ago. Bos- 
ton and Salem -had a large share in tho- 
trade with China;: and. i\n American ex- 
pedition ..took, a, prominei^t,: pact In: thei 
opening rip of Japan. ' The war of scces- 
sioii, the Suez Canal, and the substit>i- ■ 
tioii of iron steamers for wooden cllp- 
Iiers interriiptetl those tonden'oioB. Wo ' 
now se(! them resumed in the modorm 
form, and with that territorial base 
which modern needs make indispoiisalilo. 
Tliiit tlie islandH should pass into tin? 
hands of a power that can develop, tlieiii 
is uuqueBtioniibly a gain to tin? world. 
And it is iirobiible that America is the- 
only jiowcr whoso acijuisitiou to them 
need not participate the great Buropbaii. 
war. • 
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lU'font l<'f,Mslatiou in tho iiitLrost and 
for tliL- proloction of tlie liilioring oIusmcs 
may ho ])i'oiitably rovii;weil at this mo- 
lucut, and while uudur this classification 
there. might bcjiacludcd'all clusscs/of leg- 
islation liiiLvlnt;. for .its-' object, tlie pro- 
motion of the social' and industrial avcI- 
fare at perhaps tlio great. majority of the 
residents of the province, including the 
jigrifuItHral ehissoH, what is licri; wi't 
forth will bo restriotod to tho.so staliitoa 
hiiviiiK for tlieir objoct, firstly, tlio dolin- 
ing of Ibo rospoolivo rights and liabili- 
tios of uiiisUT and servant; sooondly, the 
sooiiriuB to nu'chanics anil laliorors tho 
price of tlioir labor by means of a right 
of lion upon tho property bonojilod by 
su(?h labor; and, IhiriTly, for llio imrposo 
of faoilitJitinf,' the sottloniei-.t t>t labor 
disputes, the maintenance of amicable 
relations between employers and em- 
ployees, and the prevention of strikes 
jiud labor troubles. 

These statutes, having' a direct and 
powerful Inlluenee upon the rights and 

Erivilcgcs of. a large number of the iu- 
dbitants of the province, are certainly 
i^of suUicicnt importance to call for the 
"'somewhat extended explanation con- 
tained in, and to justify, the title which 
has been given to this article. 

MASTER AND SERVANT. 
In the session of ISO", for tho pnrpose 
of euacliug in brief yet couipreheusive 
form, tUe rules of law applying to the 
rekmns between master and servant 
the Honorable the Attorney-General in^ 
troducod an act intituled "The Master 
and Servant act, 1897," which was pass- 
ed by the legislative assembly, received 
the Koyul assent on May tjth, .1807, and 
Is now consolidated as Chapter IDl of 
the Revised Statutes, 1897. 

The act empowers justices of the peace 
upon complaint of any servant or labor- 
er against his master or employer for 
non-payment of wages to issue a sum- 
mons citing tho employer or master to 
appear and answer the complaint, and 
upon proof of non-payment, to direct the 
payment of the amount of wages duo tho 
complainant, not exceeding the sum of 
$50. The justices nniy award and en- 
force their judgment by warrant of dis- 
tress. Justices are also by tho act oni- 
l)owered to decide any dispute which 
arises between a master and servant 
after the termination of 'engagement, 
> provided proceedings be taken within 
one month after the engagement has 
ceased, AVith reference to contracts of 
service it is provided that verbal agree- 
ments for service shall not exceed tlie 
term of one year; that no contract of 
service or indentures shall be binding 
for a longer tenn than nine years; ami 
that, subject to these limitations, all 
agreementa and contracts, verbal or 
written, between nnister and journey- 
man, skilled laborers, servants or labor- 
ers for the performance of any work or 
service shall, whether the performance 
has been entered upon or not, be bind- 
ing upon each party thereto for the due 
fulfilment thereof. 

In coneliuling the roforonco to this act 
it is well that especial attention should 
be drawn to one of its most important 
provisions which renders valid agree- 
ments between emploj^rs and employees 
by means of which a definite share in 
the annual or other net profits or pro- 
ceeds of the trade or business may be 
nllotod and paid to tho employees in 
lieu of or in addition to salary, wages 
or other remuneration. This provision 
opens the way for the practical ailoi)- 
tioii and working in this province of the 
principle of "prolit-sharing" which is be- 
lieved to bo greatly in tho interests of 
both employer and omployoo, and, by es- 
tablishing common grounds of interest 
between these classes in regard to nm- 
tua! interest, welfare and success, to 
tend towards an increased industrial and 
coniiiiercial development of the prov- 
ince. 

MECHANICS' MENS. 
For tlio purpose of securing to mechan- 
ics, artisans and laborers the payment 
of tho price of tluMr labor by means of 
a lion upon the properly improved by 
such labor, there was passed at the 
session of 1801 an act intituled "The 
Mechanics' Men. act 1891," which is 
now consolidated as Chapter 132 of the 
Rovi.sed Statutes, 1897. This act in its 
operation has been found to afford an 
efllciont safeguard to tho laboring classes 
and lius in very many instances been tho 
medilun for the rocovei-ing of wage 
claims, its merit, however, being, it any- 
thing, more preventive than oiierative. 
that is to say, it has more tlio elfeet of 
cau.iing ))r()perty owners to take oft'octu- 
al stops to procure tho payment of all 
labor employed on their i)roperty_by 
contractors and their sub-contractors, 
than of affording laborers tho moans of 
securing payment of arrears of wages 
by moans of actually enforcing tho lion. 

The right of lieu is given for labor 
only, there being no lien in respect of 
any other claim against property. Un- 
less the worknum has signed an o.vpresK 
contract under which he agrees that he 
will not ejcercise tho right of lien eon- 

. , ferrcd on him by the act, he has in re- 
spect of nil work done upon eonstrue- 
tlon, erecti n, iniprovement or repair 
of or to any building, erection, wliarf, 

" bridge or other, work or work in connec- 
tion with the clearing, excavating, drain- 
age, grading, or irrigating any land a 
lion or charge for the price of sneli work 
upon the pro[)erty beiieliteil ami upon all 
materials brought U|)on tiu' proixMly an<i 
iisetl for the work or used upon or built 
into the land and buiblings. This 
lien attaches to the intor(>st in the land 
vo8t(sl in the owner at tho time the con- 
tract is nmde and to any greater interest 
which h(? may acquire during the pro- 
gress of tho work. The lien is limited 
in amount to the stun actually owing to 
the person entitled to the lien and where 
the moneys are realized upon liens they 
are distributed in the foUowing^ manner: 
MriSt; to iiay tho <'ost8 of all lien hold- 
ers in obtaining registering and proving 
the lions; second, to pay six weeks wages 
(if due) to all workmen employed by tho 
owner, the contractor and the sub-con- 
tractors; third, to the payment of the :iub- 
contriictors and jwrsons other than actual 
workmen employed by tho owner and by 
the contractor, and lastly, tho balance (if 
any) to the contractor. 

The right of lion expires in thirty-one 
days after the completion of the work 
unless ill the meantime the person claim- 
ing the lien file in the ofllco of tho gov- 
ernment ngent or of the registrar of titles 
or of the district registrar of titloii an 
nfBdftvit in the form prescribed by the 
net, blnnlc .forms of which can be pro- 
cured at these offices. .'After registnition 
;the>;llen itself will expirojtfnless' within 

• thirty days tiie clnimantihBtltutea nn ac- 
tion in the Oonnty court of the countv 
and filen with his original lien a judge's 
or registrar's certificate of the cornmenec- 
menl of his action. The County court is 
given jurisdiction to deal •witli alrsl'en 



claims whatsoever and tho procedure to 
be followed upon the trial of action 
brought to enforce lien and tho mode of 
realising and disposing of moneys ad- 
judged due thereupon are set forth in 
tho act. 

.Vor the pnrpose of safeguarding the 
rights of worknuMi, tho act contains two 
important provisions, one providing that 
where ,wbrks of improvemout upon any 
lands or premises are about t0.be un- 
dertaken of an estimated- cost! exceeding 
.$000, the contractor shall' file in the 
olllce of the government agent or in 'ho' 
land registry ollico a statement sotting 
forth the particular of the intended work, 
and the inunes and addresses of all par- 
ties in interest; and tho other imposing 
U|>on contractors the duty of jKisting up 
at tho works a cop.v of tho iTcoiptod pay 
roll and of delivering to the owner or 
his agent the original pay roll receipted 
in full by the various employees. No 
l)aymont made by tho owner or contrac- 
tor without delivery of the roeoiptod i)ay 
roll has tho ofT(H;t of diminisliiag the em- 
ployees' right of lion. 

In addition to the foregoing general 
right of lien tho act provides a special 
right of sale under the ordinary mechan- 
ics' lien, ■whereby every mechanic or oth- 
er person wlio htis bestowed money or 
skill and materials upon any chattel so as 
to increase its value shall while his lien 
exists have power to sell the chattel af- 
ter giving two weeks' public notice. 
UNDER ASSIGNMENT. 
Under tlie Creditors' Trust Deeds Act 
the assignee under any .'assignment for 
the general benefit of creditors is oblig- 
ed in priority to all other claims the 
wages or salary of all persons in the em- 
ployment of tho assignor at tho time of 
tho assignment not exceeding three 
months' wages or salar.v, the employees 
being for any excess above such three 
months, entitled to rank as ordinary gen- 
eral creditors. 

COMPENSATION. 
• By the Employers' Liability Act, 1S91, 
nn act passed to secure compensation to 
workmen for personal injuries caused to 
workmen by reason of any defect in the 
condition or arrangement of mavihinos, 
plants, buildings or premises uslmI in the 
course o femploymont, and for injuries 
arising by reason of the negligence of 
any i)erson in the service of the employer 
to whos(> orders or directions the work- 
man at tho time of injury was bound to 
conform. Tho compensation is limited 
either to three years' wages or to a sum 
not exceeding i?2,000. It is also provided 
that no agreement entered into by a 
worknnin shall be a bar to his recovering 
under tho act unless for tho entering into 
of such agroonient there was to the work- 
man .some consideration other than that 
of his being given oniployincnt, and in 
the opinion of the court such consider.i- 
tion was adequate and the agreement 
was just and reasonable, the burden of 
proof in respect to those hitter retinire- 
ments resting upon the employer. No- 
tice of injury must bo given to the oni- 
plover within twelve weeks of tho a(.-i- 
dent, and if the action be for personal in- 
jury, the action must bo commenced 
within six months. Should the workni.Tii 
be killed, his representatives have 12 
months in which to bring action. 

EXEMPTIONS. 
Goods and chattels to tho extent of 
.?500 are exempt from forced seizure or 
sale by any process of law; but this ex- 
emption does not extend to tho protection 
of the identical goods and chattels in 
respect of which the debt sued on was 
contracted, and does not permit a trader 
to claim as exemption any of tlie goods 
and merchandise which form a part of 
the stock in trade of his business. 

Bv tho Ilomostoad act, which purports 
to lie an act to exempt homesteads and 
other property from forced seizure and 
sale, provision is made: (tt) As_ regards 
personal property for the securing to a 
debtor of an exemption of personal jirop- 
erty from all processes of execution am- 
ounting in value to .$500, provided that 
no exemption can bo claiuicd out of a 
stock in trade in a business, (b) As re- 
gards realty for tho obtaining of an -'X- 
emption of real property registered as a 
homestead under tin? act, up to a value 
not to exceed .$2, .WO. Shonlil Hueh home- 
stead at the lime of the issue of exe 
tion bo of a greater value than .S2,,j00 
the excess over such value is liable 
seizure and .sale. A special prooodu 
and mode of registration is provided for 
tho registration of real estate as homo 
stead property. 

APPRENTICES AND MINORS. 
The Apprentices' and .Minors' ac't con 
tains provision for tho cure of miiiori 
by guardians ami relatives, and for the 
care by charitable associ.'itioiis of minors 
who might otherwise become a charge on 
th<! public; defines the powers of guar- 
dians and of such charitable associations 
in regard to the ap[u-enticiiig of minors; 
codifies the law respecting the mutual 
rights of masters and apprentices; and 
contains procoduri- for tho seltbMiient 
disputes, an appeal being given to the 
County court. 

INSURANCE. 
By the Families' Insurance ai't, an act 
passed for the si'curing to wivo.-i and 
children the benefits of life insnrancf 
provision is mailo for the insuring ol 
life for the benefit of wife, or of wife and 
children, or of children only, !it tin 
option of tho insured, with power to ap 
portion the amount of insurance money 
on a policy. Insurance may also be ct- 
footed for the benefit of a future wife 
or a future wife and children. Where 
insurance is effected under this act, the 
insurance moneys are payable to the 
beneficiaries aceonliiig to the terms of 
tho polie.v free from the claims of erodi- 
lors of the insured; provided, that if 
the policy was effected and i)remiiims 
paid with intent to defraud creditors, 
the creditors are entitled to recover an 
amount oijual to tho promiuin paid, but 
without interest. 

WOODMEN'S WAGES. 
For the protection of the rights of 
Workmen engaged in getting (jiit logs and 
timber a special lien is provided by the 
A\'oodrnan's Lien for Wages act, 1805, 
consolidated as Chapter I!)! of tin? Re- 
vised Statutes, 1897. This act provides 
that any person performing any labor or 
service in connection with any logs or 
timber in the province shall have a lien 
thereon for tho amount due for such 
labor and such services, which shall be 
doomed a first lien and cliargo on tho 
logs and timber and shall ha>-e ;)ro(.'o- 
deiico over all other claims except for 
royalties and boom charges. As in the 
ease of tho Mechanics' Lien ai;t, the act 
contains a I'onipletc^ preceduie for the 
entering and enforcement of the liens 
arising under its provisions, and for the 
realization and distribution of moneys 
recovered thereon. 

LABOR. CONCILIATION AND 
AltBITKAITON. 
For the purpose of estalilisliin.c a tri- 
bunal for the sc'ttlemeiit of dlsputos be- 
tween employers and employees and for 
the providing of means leading to the 
cultivation !iiid maintenaiiee of bettor 
relations hetwoon eniployeis and their 
employees, and also, for the providing of 
some (!fllcicnt method for the prevention 
of strikes ami other labor trotihles there 
was passed as a government measure 
during tho session, of 180-t ahj net in- 
tiftiled The Labor Conciliii'ti^ii .apd Ar- 
bitration act, 1894. eonsolidiitort its Chap- 
ter 100 of the Revised Stiitiitos, 18!)7. 
The act provides in tho first place for 
the appointment of tho provincial sec- 
retary as commissioner, and for the up- 
poiutment should occasion render it ne- 



cessary of a deputy commissioner. Tho 
functions of the commissioner and his 
deputy are to receive ami record claims 
in respect of labor disputes, to convene 
councils of conciliation and to keep a 
complete record of proceedings had under 
tho act. Councils of conciliation con.- 
sist of four members appointed by tll» 
Licutoimut-Governor upon tho nomina- 
tion of the disputants and the procedure 
to be adopted by and before these coun- 
cils is set forth in the act. Should the 
councils of conciliation be unable to ef- 
fect. a .settlement of any matter l.u-ought 
befoifeifclthey report to that effect to the 
cominissloner, and tho matter thou goes 
before a council of arbiration of three 
members appoint(!d by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in manner prescribed by the 
act. This council of arbitration conducts 
its proceedings as in open court but no 
party to any disimto before it is allowed 
to bo reiiresontcd by any counsel, attor- 
ney or paid agent. Within seven days 
after the completion of hearing tho coun- 
cil renders its award, which is pnlilishod 
in the British Columbia Gazette, and 
which is so far as tho parties concornoil 
liave agreed to be bound thereby, may 
be nnide a rule of the Supreme court, 
having thereupon the force Ot a iadg- 
ment of the court binding upon and en- 
forceable against all persons affected 
thereby.
